
COUNCILMEN KILL RABIES LAW 
ISSUE GOES TO VOTERS I

By a vote of 3-2 the Torrance City Council killed the 
proposed rabies law Tuesday night. An alternate proposal 
to place the issue before the voters on next April's ballot 
was passed unanimously.

The Council also ordered the strict enforcement of the 
leash law.

Spearheading the defeat of the ordinance Tuesday 
night was Councilman Nick Drale whose motion for dis­ 
approval was seconded by Councilman Willys G. Blount. 
They were joined by Councilman Mervin M. Schwab.

Mayor Albeit Isen and Councilman Victor E. Ben- 
stead staunchly supported the rabies law to the very end. 

'Do?-* Or Children'
"It seems to me this is a matter of dogs or children,"

Benstead stated. "I base my opinion on medical authori­ 
ties and the County Health .Department. They're the peo­ 
ple who can tell you if this is the proper thing or not. I'm 
for the ordinance."

Mayor Isen also defended the measure stating:: 
"I have personally given this law a lot of thought. I 

feel it is a step forward to adopt a compulsory ordinance. 
I am not afraid of compulsory ordinances."

He went on to say that a very respectable concept 
In a democratic society Is that the Individual "must give 
up some of his right* for the health, welfare and safety 
of.others."

Isen aaid he voted for the measure because he sin­ 
cerely believed that this is what the people desired.

While Benstead was the one who originally called foi

the study of a rabies ordinance, Councilman Drale. who 
seconded that motion at the time, argued against the ordi­ 
nance Tuesday night.

'Discriminatory'
"First I'd like to tackle the ordinance," he began. "It 

is discriminatory ... I have been raised in labor ranks 
and I am familiar with discriminatoiy tactics.

"Furthermore, there are twice as many cats running 
free as dogs and all types of fur-bearing animals may con­ 
tract rabies.

"I have three children and a dog," he continued, add­ 
ing- by way of a jest, "I have talked it over with my dog 
and he does not want to be shot."

Drale then went on to praise "Republican President

Elsenhower's" suggestion that the Salk vaccine be made 
available free of charge provided the parents' consent is 
given.

"This is the American way to have things done," he 
exclaimed dramatically.

Councilman Schwab brought up the case of a watered- 
down rabies law discovered to have been enacted in Tor- 
ranco in 1934. (The law calls for vaccination of strays 
only if the Council declares an emergency following a 
rabies outbreak).

Leash Law
Schwab indicated that even that law had never been 

enforced, much less a new one, although he added that he 
was not saying that it could not be enforced.

In the meantime, Hie cases of animal rabies, human Pas­ 
teur treatments, and potential tragedy which may occur will 
rent squarely on the conscience of C'ouncilmen Blount, DraU 
and Schwab.
